City, July 21.-A m ong the 
advocates of the oleom argarine bill in the 
senate Tuesday were Hawley and Evarts, 
who favored it because, they said, one of 
the most im p ortant industries of tho coun 
try—the dairy interest—was being ruined 
by fraud; th a t the p urchaser did not know 
w hat he was buying, and th at under the 
guise of country butter mill!©, a of p ounds 
of a vile m ixture was sold to the » un su in or, 
E varts said he would say to the m anufac­ 
ture n and sellers of oieomargariu- th at if it 
were made honestly and 
wholosomely, >t 
m ust be sold a t the same ordinary p rofits 
ms other p roductions, honestly made and 
hone;*tly sold, obtained. 
The difference be­ 
tween the 10 cents a p ound charged by the 
m anufacturer, and the 50 cents charged by 
the retailer, left p lenty of room for the p ro­ 
p osed tax of 5 cents. 
Ingalls said the fundam ental question to 
bo considered was not whether the general 
governm ent p ossessed the p olice p ower to 
interfere through taxation or otherwise, 
but whether oleom argarine was a p roduct 
detrim ental and injurious to the p ublic 
health and general welfare. 
He went on 
to say th at be had read tho testimony taken 
on this subject before the com m ittee on ag­ 
riculture, and that, if any confidence were 
to be p laced in hum an testim ony, oleom ar­ 
garine was a healthful, nutritious and cheap 
lood p roduct 
In the whole 
volume there 
was not a p article of evidence, exp ress or 
imp lied, th at by the consump tion of oleo­ 
m argarine one single hum an being had been 
injured in health. 
George (a member of the committee) con­ 
firmed th at statem ent by saying th at after 
all the evidence was in tho com m ittee had 
voted, by a m ajority of 2 to 1, th a t oleo­ 
m argarine wan not a hurtful or injurious 
p roduct. 
Miller stated in rep ly to George 
th a t the op inion exp reesed by the com m ittee 
had reference to p ure oleom argarine, not to 
the stuff generally sold in groceries.

said that, i» erhap s, there was not a p ound of 
olcomttigariuo made in America. 
He had 
a letter from the inventor to th at effect, 
toid stating th at the comp ounds made here 
were combinations of oleo, oil, iard, cotton­ 
seed oil, and various other things; so th at 
it was a double fraud.

W ashington 
City, J uly 21.—Culifor* 
nians are deeply interested in the question 
as to how the legislature of that state will 
act, whether it will obey the state or the 
federal constitution. 
Gov. Ntoneman has 
ordered a special session of the California 
legislature which convened Tuesday. 
By 
the state constitution it is understood he 
can inform it as to what subjects it is to 
consider, and can restrict it to those sub­ 
jects. 
Therefore, by the state constitution 
they can not elect a successor to the late 
Senator Miller. 
But the federal c onstitu­ 
tion expressly states that the successor to a 
deceased or resigned member of the United 
States senate must be elected “ at the next 
meeting of the legislature,” which not only 
authorizes but commands the election of 
Mr. Miller’s successor at this special ses­ 
sion. 
The California legislature is at present 
Republican in complexion, while the gov­ 
ernor is Democratic. 
They may and prob­ 
ably will decide to elect, whereupon the 
governor may refuse to sign the certificate 
of election. 
But by article 1, section 5 of 
the constitution the United States senate 
will be the judge of his election, aDd may 
assign him to his seat even on the rumor of 
his election. 
This matter assumes a good 
deal of interest from the small majority the 
Republicans at present have in the senate, 
and the consequent interest the Democrats 
have in securing all the votes they possibly 
can. 
S an F rancisco 
, J uly 21.—The extra set- 
sian of the legislature began here Tuesday. 
Adjournment was at once taken for the day, 
out of respect to the memory of members 
who have died since the regular session. 
It 
is claimed by many members that the term 
of United States Senator Hearst expired at 
noon Tuesday, upon the assembling of the 
legislature, and that the legislature shall 
elect his successor on the second Tuesday 
after next Friday. 
Others laugh at this, 
and say there will be no chance to carry the 
plan out, as the extra session will complete, 
long before that time arrives, the only busi­ 
ness it is called to transact, and must there­ 
upon adjourn. 
If this view prevails, the 
governor will have to appoint a senator 
afterwrrd. 
All admit the singular nature 
of the situation.
